of 
Chicago. 
Fourteen of 
the dead are known to have been pa­ 
tients in various stages of insanity. 
: Three others were E. J. Caraker and 
[ ’ is wife,

and

their 8 year old son. 
Only one patient has been identify 
cd. 
The bodies of the others were 
burned beyond recognition. 
About thirty-five of the patients, In­ 
cluding 
several of a violent 
type, 
broke aw’ay in the excitem ent of 
herding more than 500 inmates from 
the danger zone. Several were taken 
back to the Institution 
after 
hard 
struggles with the police. 
A dozen supposedly dangerous pa­ 
tients were reported still at large 
early today. 
It was one of the worst institu­ 
tional fires In Illinois’ history. 
The 
building, witnesses said, seemed to 
go up in one great burst of flame. It 
was given the name “death house” 
when it was the property of Cook 
County 
because 
of its flimsy con­ 
struction, it is said. 
It was 800 feet 
long and 400 feet wide, one story 
high at one end, and rose to two 
stories at the other. 
It housed ap­ 
proximately 600 
patients 
suffering 
with the milder forms of insanity. 
A number of the patients "were epi­ 
leptics, usually in full control of their 
faculties, and they aided in rescuing 
the helpless. 
It w’as thought at first that all per­ 
sons had been taken alive from the 
burned 
building, 
and 
it was only 
when firemen began exploring the 
smouldering ruins that the first body 
was found. 
Some of the patients broke from 
the lines while being herded to safety 
and dashed back into the flames to 
obtain Christmas presents and other 
possessions, but it was thought all 
again had been brdught out.

in

closet and were saved, fighting, by 
policemen. 
There were a number of 
other heroic rescues by the police, at­ 
tendants and inmates suffering with 
the milder forms of insanity.

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A REPUBLICAN CASSANDRA. 


The confidence which so many republi­ 
cans profess regarding the political outlook 
is not shared by all the spokesmen and or­ 
gans of the regular wing of the party by 
any means. Among newspapers one of the 
most loyal of the regulars is the Washing­ 
ton Post and recent events seem to have 
put the Post almost in a panic. 
The re-emergence of the bonus as the 
thing in which the present congress is most 
interested and to which it is likely to devote 
itself most promptly puts Mr. Coolidge and 
his supporters in an embarrassing position. 
He has condemned the bonus and insisted 
that congress pass the Mellon, tax bill at 
once, and there is every indication that it is 
going to disregard absolutely his instruc­ 
tions or recommendations by passing the 
bonus and pushing Mr. Mellows into the 
background for 
the 
present. 
A leader 
whose leadership had been completely and 
almost 
contemptuously 
rejected 
in this 
fashion would certainly enter the coming 
campaign with diminished prestige. 
The Washington Post sees this and is also 
frankly disturbed over the possible conse­ 
quences to the party itself. 
“The bad ef­ 
fect upon the fortunes of the 
republican 
pesidential 
nominee,” it says, 
“resulting 
from the failure of the party in congress to 
measure up to its duty, need not be empha­ 
sized.” 
The Post believes that the bonus 
bill is going to pass. It is not sure whether 
the president will veto it or not and it is not 
sure whether or not the bill would be pass­ 
ed over his veto, though it doubts this. But 
what it is sure of is that the public is get­ 
ting more and 
more 
disgusted with the 
majority party in the sixty-eighth congress. 
“All that republican cooperation and skill 
can do will be necessary,” it declares, “if 
present mistakes are to be retrieved in time 
to enter the presidential campaign with any 
hope of success. Every day of mistakes in 
congress increases the probability of disas­ 
ter.” 
These are significant words from a dyed- 
in-the-wool regular republican newspaper; 
and a little further along the Post does not 
hesitate to express the fear that “perhaps 
they (the republicans) must have another 
long period of wandering in the wilderness 
before they will discipline themselves suf­ 
ficiently to earn public confidence in their 
capacity to administer the 
government.” 
Strong words and perhaps demoralizing to 
the morale of the party rank and file, and 
yet surely no stronger than the situation 
warrants. 
Mr. Coolidge stands well with 
his party just now. 
But even w ith the as­ 
sistance of Henry Ford he can hardly carry 
it to victory if it not only repudiates him in 
congress, but also continues to disgust the 
public by the exhibition of complete in­ 
competency to which it has treated us since 
congress assembled.

ANOTHER KING IS OUT. 


The world war disposed of a whole flock 
of kings and the aftermath of the war dis­ 
posed of still others. 
Largely the fall of 
the kings was due to the fact that monarch­ 
ism itself was shaken to its foundations. 
The convulsion was so severe that many of 
the kings were toppled off. 
Lately, how­ 
ever, monarchism has steadied itself. The 
swing to the left, as they say in Europe, 
has ended and in its place has come a swing 
I to the right. 
But while 
this 
has helped 
some kings, it has not helped all of them. 
Some of them were not strong enough to 
take advantage of a change which should 
have been greatly 
to 
their 
advantage. 
, Where the situation demanded a real king, 
[a king who was a strong man, the titular 
king sometimes saw himself pushed aside 
by a stronger man who became king in fact, 
though not in name. 
That was what happened in Italy and in 
a general sort of way the same thing seems 
to have happened in Spain. 
The most re­ 
cent case, that of Greence, seems to be not 
quite on all-fours with the others. 
In the first place, the Greek king was 
not simply pushed aside and reduced to 
the status of a figurehead. He was told to 
get out altogether. In the second place, his 
fall is not the result of a general swing of 
Greek sentiment either to the left or to the 
right, but the result of the ills which have 
befallen the Greek people and which they, 
not without reason, attribute to the dynasty 
of which King George the Second is a mem­ 
ber. 
The Greeks say that this dynasty pre­ 
vented Greece from entering the war on 
the side of her natural 
allies 
when she 
should have done so; that King Constan­ 
tine’s return 
in 
1920 
brought 
woe 
to 
Greece; that the present dynasty is mainly 
responsible for the collapse of Greece in 
Asia Minor; and that finally, in order to 
strengthen itself, it exposed the nation to 
fearful danger of fratricidal strife. 
These charges will seem to many Ameri­ 
cans to be largely true, but we are too far 
removed from Greece to be able to form 
confident judgments regarding Greek poli­ 
tics. 
At any rate, King George and his 
queen were 
ordered to vacate 
and very 
wisely they obeyed orders. It is interesting 
and rather 
striking 
incident in the near 
eastern melodrama. 
As for its results, its 
bearing on the welfare and happiness of 
the Greek people, who is wise enough to 
prophesy?

THAT “FOREIGN AGENCY” 
From the New York Times. 
The German proposal 
comes 
as note­ 
worthy proof that the League of Nations is 
not the discredited and moribund institu­ 
tion which some Americans affect to think 
it. 
For a negligible “foreign agency,” as 
President Coolidge chose to describe it, the 
league seems to be bulking in new impor­ 
tance every day. If it is a “closed incident” 
so far as the United States is concerned, it 
is an incident wider open with hope for the 
rest of the world than it ever was before. 
To Germany today it appears to be her last 
refuge from despair. Should the league be 
able to do in Germany even approximately 
as well as it has done in Austria, its prestige 
and power would be so heightened in the 
eyes of all nations as to make the querlous 
carping as if by some American public men 
look so petty 
and 
ridiculous 
that they 
would leave it off. 
Some day republican politicians, even a 
republican administration at Washington, 
will get over the nervous dread of admit­ 
ting that any good can come out of the 
League 
Nations, and will recognize it for 
what it is— a beneficient agency through 
which the good will and helpfulness and 
peace-loving instincts of men and women 
throughout the world can be best expressed 
and made effective.

manna and yet they died. 
But here 
is bread that comes

out of 
heaven, and no one who eats it will 
ever die. I am this living bread that 
has come down out of heaven. Who­ 
ever eats this bread will live forever, 
and the bread that I will give for the 
world s life is my own flesh!” 
This led the Jews to dispute with 
one another. They said, 
“How can he give us his flesh to 
eat?” 
Then Jesus said to them, 
“I tell you, if you do not eat the 
flesh of the Son of Man and drink 
his blood, you have no self existent 
life. 
Whoever lives on my flesh and 
drinks my blood 
possesses 
eternal 
life, and I will raise him to life on 
the Last Day. 
For my flesh is real 
food and my blood is 
real 
drink. 
Whoever 
lives on 
my 
flesh 
and 
drinks my blood remains united to 
me and I remain united to him. Just 
as the living Father has sent me, and 
I live because of the Father, so he 
who lives on me will live because of 
me. This is the bread that has come 
down out of heaven—not 
like that 
which your forefathers ate and yet 
died. 
Whoever lives on this bread 
will live forever.” 
Jesus said all this while he was 
teaching in the synagogue at Caper­ 
naum. 
Many of 
his disciples on hearing 
it said, 
“This is a harsh teaching! Who 
can listen to it?” 
But Jesus knowing 
that his dis­ 
ciples complaining about this, said to 
them, 
“Doe3 this 
stagger 
you? 
Then 
what if you see the Son of Man go up 
where he was before? The Spirit is 
what gives life; flesh is of no use at 
alk 
The things that I have said to 
you are spirit and they are life, Yet 
there are some of you who will not 
believe.” 
For Jesus knew from the 
/irst who would not believe, and who 
was going to betray him. 
And he 
added, 
“This is why I said to you, ‘No 
one can come to me unless he is en­ 
abled to do so by the Father.” 
In consequence of this many of his 
disciples drew hack and would not 
go about with him any longer. 
So 
Jesus said to the Twelve, 
“Do you mean to go away too?” 
Simon Peter answered, 
“To whom can we go, sir? 
You 
have a message of eternal life, and we 
believe and are satisfied that you 
are the Holy One of God.” 
Jesus answered them. 
“Did 
I not 
myself 
select 
all 
twelve of you? 
And even of you, 
one Is 
an informer.” 
He 
meant 
Judas the son of Simon Iscariot, for 
he, though he was one of the Twelve, 
was going to betray him. 
After this Jesus went from place to 
place in Galilee, for he would not do 
so in Judea, because the Jews were 
making efforts to kill him. But the 
Jewish camping festival was coming. 
So his brothers said to him, 
“You ought to leave hero and go to 
Judea, to let your disciples also see 
the things you are doing. 
For no 
one acts in secret w h e n he desires to 
be publicly known. If you are going 


to do these things, let the world see 
you.” 
For even his bothers did not 
believe in him. 
Then Jesus said to 
them, 
“It is not yet time for me to act, 
but any time is suitable for you. It 
is Impossible for the world to hate 
you, but it does hate me for testify­ 
ing that its ways are wrong. As for 
you, go up to the festival; I am not 
going up to this festival as yet, for 
it is not quite time for me to go.” 
That was what he told them, and 
he stayed on in Galilee. 
But after his brothers had gone up 
to the festival, then Jesus went up 
also, not publicly, but as though he 
did not wish to be observed. 
Now 
the Jews were looking for him at the 
festival and asking where he was, 
arid there was a great deal of m utter­ 
ing about him among the crowds, 
some saying that he was a good man, 
and others that he was not, but was 
imposing on the people. But no one 
spoke of him In public, for fear of the 
Jews. 
But when the festival was half 
over, Jesus went up to the Temple 
and began to teach. This astonished 
the Jew's. 
“How is it

read?” they said, “when he has never 
gone to school?” 
So Jesus answered, 
“My teaching is not my own; it 
comes from him who has sent me. 
Anyone who resolves to do his will 
will

whether 
my 
teaching 
comes from God, or originates with 
me. 
Whosoever speaks simply for 
himself is looking for honor for him­ 
self, but whoever looks for honor for 
the person who has sent him shows 
his sincerity; there is no dishonesty 
about him. 
Was It not Moses who 
gave you the law? 
Yet not one of 
you obeys the law. 
Why are you 
trying to kill me?” 
The crowd answered, 
“Y’ou must be possessed! 
Who is 
trying to kill you?” 
Jesus answered, 
“I have done just one deed, and 
you are all 
astonished 
at i t 
Yet 
Moses gave you the right of circum­ 
cision—not that it began with Mos^s 
but with your forefathers—and you 
practice it even on the Sabbath. But 
if a person undergoes circumcision 
on a Sabbath, to avoid breaking the 
Law of Moses, are you angry at me 
for making a man perfectly well on 
a Sabbath? 
You must not judge so 
externally; you must judge justly!” 
Some of the people of Jerusalem 
said, 
“Is not this the man they want to 
kill? And here he is speaking pub­ 
licly, and they say nothing to him! 
Can the authorities really have found 
that he is the Christ? But then, we 
know where this man comes from, 
but when the Christ comes, no one 
will know where he is from.” 
So Jesus, as he was teaching in 
the Temple, cried out, 
“You do know me and do know 
where I come from, and I have not 
come of my own accord but someone 
who is very real, whom you do not 
know, has sent me. I do know him, 
because I come from him, and he 
has sent me here.”

Sun’s Rays Make Alarm 
Clock of Cannon 


Sunlight is called upon to inform 
the residents of a community in south­ 
ern Europe when high noon has ar­ 
rived, by setting off the charge in a 


cannon. Fixed to the piece is a small 
lens that focuses the rays on the 
touchhole of the gun in such a way 
that they do not reach the powder 
until the sun s position is directly in 
line with a tiny opening. The sup­ 
ports of the “alarm” are arranged to 
adjust it to the light beams at the 
same time every day of the year. 
Often the device fails to work because 
of cloudy skies that prevent sufficient 
heat from reaching it to ignite the 
explosive. 
The hours are indicated 
on a clocklike dial.

Greyhound Is Speed Demon 
of Animal Kingdom 
Through a series of recently com­ 
pleted tests, the speediest animals are 
reported to have been determined as 
follows: the greyhound, race horse, 
prong-homed antelope, hare, Texas 
jackrabbit, common fox, coyote, fox­ 
hound and gray wolf. The records 
were made by noting the number of 
bounds made by each animal in a 
given space of time, by means of a 
stop watch, and then measuring the 
length of the leap. The greyhound, it 
was ascertained, can travel a short 
distance at 35 miles an hour, about 
four miles an hour faster than the 
hare. None of those studied, however, 
can keep up their speed for any con­ 
siderable distance, although the fox 
and wolf can beat either the grey­ 
hound or race he rec in this respect. 


Bees, Color-Blind. Must Learn 
Way by Experience 
Bees are color-blind and they learn 
their way about by experience rather 
than by instinct, according to tests 
recently conducted by scientists. The 
experts show that to these honey­ 
in g ing insects, red and black look 
alike, orange and yellow are the same 
as green, and there is no difference in 
the appearance of blue, violet and 
purple. However, they can see ultra­ 
violet rays, which are invisible to the 
human eye. It was found that the 
•guiding influence which takes them 
back home is nothing more than ex­ 
perience. 
It has been long known 
that bees locate hives quicker, the 
longer they have occupied them. 
During the experiments, some were 
put to sleep by ether, taken from a 
new hive, and moved 12 yards away. 
On the third day 30 per cent returned 
and 90 per cent had reached home on 
the eighth day.

manger of this type has the advan­ 
tage of containing enough hay to last 
the cows for a number of days. Tho 
trap door of the hay manger hangs 
outward on chains and can be pushed 
back into vertical position whenever 
necessary, as in cold or stormy^ 
weather. 
The grain manger is of the ordinary 
type, except that it is much larger and 
also lower. 
Both mangers can be 
filled from the outside, from a wagon 
or truck, the surplus hay being tempo­ 
rarily stored on the roof, ready to be 
raked into the manger when needed. 
Another interesting feature of this 
dairy bara is the chain cow tie, which 
is an improvement on the stanchions 
usually used, as the cows have greater 
freedom to move their heads around, 
the bars permitting the chain to bs 
moved up and down, but preventing 
the cows from moving backward.
